Theyaare both 
buried in the Eddy's Cemetary in northeastern DeKalb County, 
indiana. Because of their untimely deaths, mary Celesta(Celinda) 
had to keep the family together. The estate was handled by 


Timothy ‘vicClure(the record of the handling of the estate is 
recorded in the DeKalb County, Indiana Courthouse)(It is in 

the probate order book final record 1847-1854 page 365-374. 

It is under the name of Asa Haynes)Mary did manage to keep 

the children together as a family even though she was only 17 
at the time. She married Gilbert Charles Evertts on November 2h, 
1853 and they together raised his 2 sons from a previous 
marriage, fier brothers and sisters and a family of their own. 

Upon the death of Mary and Gilbert Charles's youngest son, 
Gilbert Corirad, on may 13, 1962, the home where he had been vorn, 
lived and died inf Was tombe 4oldvand So a deed’ for 
Chewmome was needed. Since Gilbert Charles had been a justice 
of the peace for DeKalb County, Indiana, he had accumulated 
many papers over the years. These were not destroyed yet at the 
time of Gil Conrad's death so his heirs took these papers home 
to look over, hoping they could find a deed to the home. No 
title was ever found but many family letters and hand-written 
notes were there. I have been lucky enough to read these papers 
and among them were some letters for the family from Rev. 

Asa Haynes. 

Rev. Asa Haynes and Sally were the parents of Asa Phil- 
ander Haynes who came to DeKalb County, Indiana. Rev. Asa and 
woety li Vea sin Guisbtord, Vermont, along with some of Asa Phil- 
ander's sisters and other family members. In some of his letters 
Rev. Asa mentions his age and his church where he preaches, and 
Sally's age and a sister of Asa Philander, Reumah Roberts, Tells 
about the aifferent family members and where they are in the 
Uhited States. 

Once while I was searching for our Family's past in the 
Ft. Wayne, Indiana Library,I came across a Haynes genealogy 
book entitled "Walter Haynes of Sutton Mandeville, Wiltshire, 
Englana and Sudbury, Massachusetts and His Lescendants 1583- 

1928" edited by Frances Haynes and published in 1929 by Record 
Publishing Company-Haverhill, Massachusetts. This book mentioned 
Asa Philander Haynes marrying Mary Polly Parsons and coming 

to Indiana. It also had Rev. Asa Haynes and Sally's name in 

it and all of Asa Haynes brothers and sisters names too. These 
names and dates coincided with the names and dates in the letters 
so I knew this had to be our family history! It traced our 
lineage back to England and who came to America first. 

Our first Haynes ancestor to come to América was Walter 
Hayne, who lived at Semley about 4 Sf/lemiles “rom Shafton, Uorset 
Braet tar arom Suuton Mandeville county of Wilts. He also owned 
imeotatton, Shaftesbury in Dorsetshire. He came here on the ship 
Conficence. He wes a linen weaver. He had the means to pay for 0 of 
bacetamiey-widzabeth, his wite, Thomas, John, Josiah, Suffrance, 
and Mary, their children, and three men designated in the ship's 
papers as his "servants". They came on April 24, 1638 from South- 
Hampton, England. He was 55. He had a daughter Elizabeth (wife of 
Roger Gourd) who stayed in England. Walter's family came to Water- 
town, Massachusetts first and went to Sudbury the same year or next 
pipers setbing a band grant. Hayne with an s became when in Sudbury. 
Walter Haynes was quite apparent in town business at Sudbury, Massa- 
chusetts. He had an inventory of bocks for a library upon his death 
so I assume he was well educated. From Sudbury, our direct ancest- 
ors migrated to Preston, Connecticut to New Groton, Connecticut to 
Guvicordyevertiont in 1778 to Indiana in 1837. 

The following information between the lines is taken from this 
book I mentioned finding in the Ft. Wayne, Indiana Library.

She’ is descended from 
Asa Haynes who.was married to Deborah Hunt in 1760. Asa's father 
was Caleb Haynes whom I have mentioned above(number 5) and Asa'ts 
brother was Vine Haynes whom we are descended from. Peggy told me 
Poamifsomrieci sl, aboutsl/63, came®to Clinton County, Ohio Died 
Poe mMosueot tice cnitdren of Hnoch settled in Ohio and Indiana.

IT have been given the following names from the town clerk in 
CuULlroraye Vermont also. Jie told me that’ she keeps a file of 

people who write to her about family information and the following 
people have written to her about the Haynes family records that she 
has on file .in the town clerk's office.

In August of 1981 I had the opportunity to go to-the Cl ira 
Guilford, Vermont and do some searching for our relatives past. 
I was able to find the gravestones of Rev. #sa Haynes, his wife 
Sallie, and some, other stones belomzrigsvo family members. This 
Cemetary is called the Maplehurst Cemetary and is beside the main 
road that voes SEH out of Guilford. Thissame highway that goes 
past the cemetary also takes you to a road named Jackson Roasts. 
Turning west on this gravel road and proceding for a ways on it, 
one comes to a clearing and somewhere hereabouts on the NE sgl 
of this tree-covered mountain is where the land belonging to Vine 
Haynes, then Rev. Asa. Haynes ahd the daughter, Reumah Roberts, is. 

While searching through books in the Ft. Wayne, Indiana 'Lib- 
rary, I found some things out apougmcuas wand belonging to the Haynes: 
According to the History ol Gullrord vermont Thee imsiy cleat ae 
was made in 17 5S Deeonathonsiunt and Hiash: Hunt sof Nerthivel dec 
Lot 28 near the eastern border of the town on the farm settled by 
Vine Haynes. The first conveyance of the property shown by the 
town records is from Elijah Gove to’ Vine Haynes in 1785. He deeded 
to his son, Rev. Asa Haynes in'1805, who lived there many years, 
deeding to “his daughter Reumah, wife of Russel L. Roberts in 1856. 
In 1876 Roberts and his wife deededto kllen M. Rose and Edward 
S. Gooley, who reconveyed” to Roberts in the same years nc asa 
sold to Roscius N.’Fairbank in 1891 of Dummerston, who reconveyed 
to Roberts an g955 an which year it “was bouent by i Mi andes 
ana Cora A. Bingham who sold to Victor L. morse and Company, 
PicorporawedadnetoDo. |

I have 
heard from one relative that lives near: Seattle, Washington that 
she went to the library there and was able to find a history book 
about Guilford, Vermont and that Rev. Asa Haynes name was mention- 
eominecives books.

ASA PHILANDER HAYNES AND MARY POLLY PARSONS HAYNES 


Asa Philander Haynes was born in Guilford, Vermont on October 17, 
Mele. He was the son of Rev. Asa and Sally Briggs Haynes. He was 
united in marriage to Mary Polly Parsons on January 25, 1835 in 
Peer oromaccorc memcoso1cetvovi clerk!.s records in Guilford, Vermont. 
Pimeoenecoromctaves sic lived ins Vernon; Vérmont at the time they 
wed. According to matilda Haynes Rima's Bible and a handwritten 
Paivar ineGrrbert Coonrod Everetts LV possesion, Mary Polly Parsons 
was born on October 4, 1816. The Guilford, Vermont town clerk's 
office says this also: "Polly Parsons born October Ls -LeLoece 
Rebekah and Andrew Parsons in Vernon, Vermont." 
A history of the jiaynes family was written by two women 
Ritter haynes, the wife oi Francis Volney Haynes. . 
grew up with their grandmother and she told them about the early 
Oe eOmeccuG beiciwin the Dekalb County, Indiana area. They wrote: 
"Philander and tiary(Polly) Parsons Haynes were married in Vermont 
and started westward on their wedding journey. They settled for 
a ae as near Cleveland, Ohio, where Mary Celesta was born November 
Ley ER 

They came in covered wagons over the old wagon trail running 
Hectevertonce eCeorland fone first city isein Ohio and the city 
of Orland is in Indiana) which is now the Bellefountaine Road and 
first settled on a farm across from the Eddy Cemetary where they 
lived until Mary Celesta was about 4 years old. 

While living here there were travelers going through on 
BHemWatOn brail and their little child took sick and died. They 
buried the child in what is now the Eddy Cemetary because it was on 
a hill and-sandy soil. This was the first white person to bé 
buried there. 

The old homestead of 80 acres was first owned by Timothy 
McClure and the family bought the farm from him and moved there in 
1839. The children's names were Mary, Matilda, Andrew, Seymour, 
Frank adn Esther. 

MMiemiiost housesdidnit have-any floor in it and they used 
a heavy blanket for a door. It only had one room. Grandmother 
Evertts (Mary Celesta Haynes Evertts) could remember the Indians 
coming to the house and lifting the blanket at the door and trying 
to talk. There was an Indiana village with wig-wams along the east 
bank of the creek, near the old creek road. Grandma told how they 


disappeared all at once in the night. She also told of her mother 
making soap. If there was a big batch and it wasn't cooked enough 

by night it was left outside. Bears came up and sampled it; maybe 
they thought it was maple sugar. Another thing that was told is 
about an eagle that sat on a fence pest. There had been some 

piglets born and the eagle was intent on watching them. Mary 

Polly Parsons Haynes made the children stay in the home while the ~ 
eagle was there because it had a large wingspread and she was afraid 
that the eagle would snatch -up ‘onevor sine ecoimdren and. tly away.

The above story was read at several family reunions and was 
written in a lodal paper. It was written by Gertrude Everetts 
Campbell in September of 1939. And Elva Rensch wrote it again 
with a few more of her details added in May of 1975. Both of 
these women had heard their story from Mary Haynes Evertts and 

their details-are believed to be the very way the story happened. 

AS written in the preceding paragraphs, Aga and Marya we: 
Haynes made a journey using part of the hrie Canal and left their home 
in the state of Vermont shortly after being wedded. Part ofecue um, 
trip -ledthem to Cieveland, Ohio and then =procesdedsonwargeune 
they got the Bellefountaine Roadand came on to Troy Township, 
Dehalb County, Indiana. The Orland, Indiana area where the Belle- 
fountaine Road Leads to is-known as “little Vermon'., “So tous on 
people had come to the county area already and Asa and Polly may 
have known some of them. In 1837 they arrived in DeKalb County, 
Indiana, it has been told. In 1839 they moved to the land next to 
Fish Creek that they bought trom Timothy McUllure. It was 80 acres. 
In a book entitled "Atlas of Windham County, Vermont" published 
by FW. Beers yA Dp Shi bi Seand sGcGs coulle) eaircicwo 0 tem ie bera, 
owned by Rev. Asas Haynes in District, 13. Ulosebysdsceaeneicivor 
names G. mcClure, sovthis ‘could possibly sbe (somes? clacton omric 
Timothy McClure whom Asa and Polly Haynes bought their 80 acres 
from. I checked DeKalb County History Book published in 1914 and 
it said this about *Timothy McCiure= " limoth yewas soCrn ein sera. 
boro, Vermont and was raised since the age of §& by Simeon Aldrich 
and Elizabeth Haynes Aldrich. Tim married their daughter Olive." 
The history book says Timothy anc Simeon went by wagon to the 
Hudson River, thence to Lake Erie and by water to Toledo, Ohio 
and frem there by canal to Defiance, Ohio. Whether there is a 
relationship between Hlizabeth Haynes Aldrich and the Haynes we 
are descenced from has not been established: by me, staessueryes bout 
Timothy McClure may show that Asa and Polly did know some people 
in Indiana before they left their home in Vermont. 


On September 8, 1852 Asa P. Haynes died in DeKalb County, 
Indiana and was buried in the Eddy Cemetary in NE DeKalb County, 
Indiana. Mary Polly Parsons Haynes died the following spring on 
or ieee lees pecounuy, Indiena and was elso buried at 
the Eddy Cemetary.

The following house is believed to have been built in 
the early 1860's. It was the home of Gilbert Charles and Mary 
Celesta Haynes Evertts and all of their children were born in 
this home. There were.also many of their grandchildren born 
there, including all of Gilbert Conrad's children and some of 
his grandchildren. The home where Gil and Maude Evertts lived 
means very much to many people, simply because being there 
brings bac« all of the memories that it contains for everyone. 
ites Onecoungyehoad Gin Troy Township, DeKalb. County, Indiana. 
It is about 2 tenths of a mile west of Fish Creek. This home 
was featured on the front page of the "Countyline" newspaper 
published on February 8, 1978 home office Montpelier, Ohio. 
There was a caption under the picture that said this: " February 
16, 1860 Dear Sir; I propose to furnish materials and build a 
house on your plans, and in a good and workmanlike manner 
and of good materials for $275 Yours, James McCurdy" This letter 
is well preserved and in the keeping of Gilbert Theodore Everetts. 

This house was built on the 80 acres of land homesteaded 
by Asa Philander Haynes and Mary Polly Parsons Haynes in 1837-1839. 
There were 2 houses that prededed tnis one. According to a story 
written by Elva kLvertts Rensch and Gertrude Everetts Campbell, 
the first home didn't have a floor and they used a heavy blanket 
for a door. The .Indiaiis used to come up and lift up the blanket 
and peek in. The house only had one room. The second structure 
Was alco OUilt of Logs but this one had ag attic, a floor, and 
a door. It stood a little east of where the stone milk house 
now is. 

This house pictured here looked different when first built. 
According to Gertie Betz the west side of the home used to be 
a front porch. The road at one time went by the west side of 
the nouse. There were 2 fireplaces, one to the south and one 
to the north. The kitchen was added on later to the east side 
of the house. And, the "front porch" became 2 rooms. Mary 
Celesta Haynes Evertts had her room in the south part of the 
house while her son, Gilbert Conrad, and his family lived in 
the rest of the home. 

From what I can rembmber of the outbuildings, there was 
a large barn which is thought to have been built about the same 
time as the house. There was also a granary, a small barn 
directly behind the house, a couple other small btildings, 
an outhouse, a couple chicken houses, a few hog houses down 
the east lane, and of course the stone milkhouse by the water. 
pump. This stone milk house collapsed sometime in the late 1960's 
or 1970's. It was used at one time as a springhouse to keep the 
cold products and milk products cool. Then, later it. was used 
as a fur storage area and also for wood. I can remember the many 
bunches of Indian corn that used to hang from the milkhouse 
to get dry. Some of the side walls are still remaining. 

And, another thing about this home was the north wall. 
For as long as I can remember, there have always been a hive 
of bees living in there. 

On the inside the home was roomy in the kitchen. It was 
the largest room in the house. On the northeast wall was a 
wooden cupboard with a roll board and enamel top. On this sat 
the water bucket that one dipped a dipper into to get a drink. 
Another cupboard sat next to this in the east corner. The wood 
box was under the east window and a big black wood-burning 
cooking stove sat next to this. By the south window in the kitchen 
was grandma Maude Evertts chair where she spent many hours. 
Along the south wall was also a gas stove and a cupboard. By the 
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door to the south was another cupboard. In the middle of the 
room stood the big long table. In the west wall of the kittehen 
was the basement door, a door leading the way to the living room 
and a door to the spare room. Also, on the north wall of the 
kitchen were two doors; one leading to the backporch and outside 
and another leading to a small washroom where one could wash up. 

The living room faced tne south and had 2 windows in it. 
This is the room that Mary Celesta Evertts had for her living 
quarters. A builtin bookshelf was loaded with salt and pepper 
shakers. Also, a bull horn always hung by the bedroom door, 
leading off the living room. Grandpa Gilbert Conrad kvertts 
always enjoyed sitting on the davenport under the shelves and 
Visiting. On the north wall of the#iliving roomeieneeasoicture 
of Mary Celesta and Gilbert Charles Evertts. There were three 
doors in the living room-one to the east going to the kitchen 
and one going to the west into a bedroom and one in the north 
wall going into the spare room. 

In the spare room, I can remember things were stored. 
A piano was against the east wall in this room. I guess at one 
time it was the room that Gil Conrad's family lived in when 
Mary Haynes Lvertts had the front room. There was a door on 
the west wall going into a small room, a door way in the east 
wall leading to the kitchen and a door leading to the upstairs. 

Upstairs there was a room facing the south. Facing the 
north was two more rooms that were used for bedrooms. The 


cellar was one big room and it laid under the living room and 
under the spare room.

Matilda Amelia Haynes was born in Troy ‘ownship, YeKalb County, 
Indiana, on February 26, 1838 according to a hand written paper 
of Gilbert Charles Evertts and also recorded in Matilda's family 
Bible which is now in the possesion of Belva Sandmeyer. Matilda 
was united in marriage to William Nelson Rima on January 14, 1855 
eee Uarsaideenanilton, Indiana.’ William was born in, it*is 
thought, Pennsylvania on November 23, 1834. This date is in Matilda 
Rima's Bible. I also have been told by Frances Sporher that she 
can recall her grandpa William fima telling her he had a sister and 
an aunt who lived to be 100 years old. One of the relatives that 
iywrote to;received this letter orm time in 1981 from Stephen 
Rima, 3517 Fairman Street, Lakewood, California, 90712. He says 
Hemwis a descendant of the same Rima family that William Nelson 
Rima was from and is 19 years old and has been working on the family 
history for over 5 years. According to this Stephen Rima,"William 
Nelson, Rima was the second son of Daniel Rima who was born in either 
Pennsylvania or New York! Stephen goes on to say, "the Rima family 
was started in the United States in 17607 when Johannes Rima 
emigrated here from Germany. He and his wife Datharina had a few 
children back in Germany before their immigration here, and the 
remainder of the family was born at the home in German Flatts, New 
York, Herkimer County. John Rima (Johannes) was a soldier in the 
Revolutionary War’ "Among his children was a Johann Deobald Rima 
which is old German for John David Rima. He eventually went by 
David Rima. David Rima was born in German Flatts, New York on the 
12th December 1770. He married Margaretha Breittenbacher on March 
3, 1/95 at German Flatts. 1 am not sure about all of his children, 
Pte OaknoOws these. lee Catharine Rima bs.26 November 1795- 
Beriate tatts-. George Kime b. 279S-German Flatts 3. Daniel Rima 
about 1803 in Pennsylvania or New York 4. Johannes Hima b. 1806 
New York married Amelia McNutt no cnildren 5. Benjamin Rima b. 
1813 Pennsylvania of New York married Catherine McNutt" "The Rima 
family lived at Herkimer County, New York for many years. One of the 
first branches to move out was a David Rima and his brother Christien: 
Rima who supposedly moved to Pennsylvania." "At any rate, the 
family of David Rima left Pennsylvania for Newbury Township, Ohio 
iemiesr sor json bar oie death of David Rima; has children are 
supposed to have moved into Green County, Wisconsin, Mt Pleasant 
Township. This is where Daniel died at a young age. (Vaniel was one 
ef David's children). Daniel's children were left’ with his widow, 
Anna(?) who married Bruce Stoddard. The children's names and birth- 
dates were left on the guardianship papers: Samuel D. Rima born 
23 February 1832 Pennsylvania, William Nelson Kima born 21 Nov- 
ember $834 in Newbury, Ohio, Morris C. hima 12 September 1835 in 
Newbury, Ohio, Mary M. Rima 20 June 1837 Newbury, Ohio, Rosetta J. 
Rima 12 June 1839 in Newbury, Ohio, Orrin M. Rima 10 September 
1841 wit. Pleasant Township, Wisconsin, Louisa M. Rima 6 August, 
1845, Permelia E. Kima 8 August 1843 Mt. Pleasant, Wisconsin." 
"William Nelson Rima moved to Steuben County, Indiana where he 
married Matilda A. Haynes." All of the above information that is 
in quotation marks has come from the letter written by Stephen 
Rima. I have been told by Frances Spohrer that Stephen “ima told 
ther his research found the name Rima used to be Rymour then to 
Remore, Remaugh, Rema and then Rima. According to a grand-daughter 
of Matilda's, Nola Gill, Matilda and William made thier home 
just southwest of the city of Hamilton, Indiana in Steuben County. 
William Nelson Rima served for three years in the 152nd Indiana 
Compny K Infantry during the Civil War. William and Matilda lived 
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in the Steuben County area for some years and raised some of their 
family there. I have been told by Virginia Mearse that William 

was a tailor in. Hamilton, a farmer, and even was postmaster formed 
few months. Later William and Matilda moved to the state of Kansas, 
arriving there in March of 1882. Matilda lived until November 23, 
1911 and she died in Cedar, Kansas and is. buried in the Cedar Ceme* 
tary in Norton, Kansas. William lived untili»November 25, 1925 and 
he died at Cedar, Kansas and is buried in the Cedar Cemetary. Glenn 
Steelsmith remembers his grandfather as having a long white beard 
and also being blind before his death.

SEYMOUR PHILANDER ~ 


Seymour Philander Haynes was born in, it is thought, Indiana, 
since his parents Asa P. and Mary Polly Parsons Haynes lived | 
in Troy Township, DeKalb County, Indiana at the time of his 3 
birth on October 5, 1840. This date was written on a piece 
of paper belonging to Gilbert Charles Evertts, the husband 
of Seymour's sister, Mary Celinda Haynes Evertts. Gilbert 
Charles helped to raise Seymour when he married Mary. She 
waw the eldest in a tamily of six children and when the parents 
died she wed Gilbert and he helped to raise her brothers and 
sisters. The date of birth of Seymour is also written in the 
Bible belonging to Matilda Amelia Haynes Rima, another sister 
to Seymour. I have assumed that Seymour was born in Indiana 
since that is where his mother and father lived at that time. : 
However, I sent to the Ngional Archives for Seymour's: Vet- 
eran's war records and it states he was born in Vermont. 
Also, one letter written by Rev. Asa Haynes in November of 1854 . 
says "one only of your number have I seen yet I love you all | 
most sincerely". This he wrote to his grand-children of which 
Seymour was one. Perhaps since Rev. Asa wrote this and also 
the muster in report of Seymour P. Haynes into the Indiana 
Infantry says he was born in Vermont, he may have been. The 
DeKalb County birth records do not have births in the county 
recorded back that far. Seymour was mustered into the llth Reg- 
iment Indiana Infantry, Company E on July 18, 1861 at Indiana- 
polis, Indiana by D.W.C. Rugg for the term-war years. His 
occupation at that time was listed as boatman; born in Vermont; 
age 20uyears;sheight=5 Toot 10 sinehes;) complex ona ieee... 
eyes, blue; hair, Jigent. One~of the) records says vinatone 
was under Captain Buckles. Some letters from Seymour are 
recorded in the section in the front of this book. One letter 
from him written on September 1, 18602 came from Helney, 
Arkansas. Also, one from Helena, Arkangasa dated arch 4, 
18603. The company muster roll record shows Seymour P. Haynes 
present each time roll call was taken from July 24, 1861 thru 
April, 1863. In the tiay-June 1863 roll call, it says absent 
"wounded at the battle of Port Gibson may 1/63 Sent to General 
Hospital". The July-August 1863 roll call states this also. 
On the September-October roll call it says "died at Hospital 
St. Louis, Missouri of disease on the 22nd of June". The 
Certificate for Government Undertaker says "Seymour P Haynes 
rank Private; name of Regimentllth Indiana Infantry Company E; 
age 24 years; death June 22, 1863; place of death Jefferson 
Barracks, Missouri, Ward L; cause of death, neuralgia". A. 
quote from the Treasury Department is included in the front part 
of this book showing payment to his brothers and sisters for 
his payroll he didn't receive. The Company Descriptive Book 
from Seymour's records from the National Archives say "engaged 
at the battle of Ft. Donelson, Shiloh wounded at Port Gibson." I 
did some reading about the Jefferson Barracks in St. Louis, 
Missouri and it said that when people were wounded at battle 
they were shipped on the Mississippi River to the hospital. 
There were so many dying each day there that mass graves were 
dug and no tombstones individually erected. However, family talk 
Says Mary C. Evertts, Seymour's sister, went there once to visit 
his grave site one time and there was a stone to mark the 
grave, so the family talk says. 
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ANDREW ASA 


Andrew Asa Haynes was born in DeKalb County, Indiana on April 

9, 1844. He enlisted in the Civil War in Company K, 100th Regiment 
of Indiana Volunteers on August 21, 1862. His brother, Francis 
Volney Haynes also enlisted in this same regiment and they served 
together, both being mustered in the same day. Andrew was mustered 
out on June 29th, 1865 as a Corporal. This may have been in 
Louisville, Kentucky as Frank Haynes was out the same day and his 
dismissal took place in Louisville. Gilbert Theodore Everetts 

has a letter from Frank that he has preserved and this letter says 
that Frank and his brother Andrew are at Camp Heath in Memphis, 
Tennesee, but no,date’ is recorded on this letter. 

Andrew chose for his bride, Martha Leason and they were wed on 
August 31, 18607 in DeKalb County, Indiana. Martha was born to 
Thomas Leason and Mary Gillett Leason on March 31, 1851. According 
to the DeKalb County, Indiana History of 1685 , Thomas and Mary 
Gillett were wed in Erie County, Pennsylvania. Mary Gillett Leason 
died in 1855 leaving 3 children-2 living at the time of the history 
being written in 1885-Martha and Eliza. Thomas remarried Mrs. Mary 
Abbott, widow of Jarius Abbott (she had a son named Dow). Martha 
Leason Haynes died in May of 1913 and she is buried in the Eddy's 
Cemetary in northeastern DeKalb County, Indiana. Andrew died on 
August 16, 1908 in DeKalb County, Indiana and he is also buried in 
the Eddy's Cemetary. I have been told that Andrew and Martha lived 
in the city of Butler and that Andrew repaired watches for people.

Francis Volney Haynes was born in Troy Township, DeKalb County, 
Indiana on May 7, 1846. I was in contact with Inez Elaine Reeves 
and she wrote back to me telling me various things about her 
great grandfather, Frank Haynes. Elaine said that Frank "enlisted 
in thé army on August 21,1862 as a private in Captain’ James 
Ballinger'ts Company K, lOOth Regiment of Indiana, Volunteers. He 
served three years anu.was honorably discharged on June 29th, 
1865 in Louisville, Kentucky! Gilbert Theodore Evertts has a 
letter from Frank that he nas preserved and this letter says 

that Frank and his brother Andrew are at Camp Heath in Memphis, 
Tennesee, but no date is recorded on this letter. Elaine further 
writes"His description at the time of his discharge was eighteen 
years of age,.5! 35" tall, WUR Ole seyes and. 7 eit ee 
occupation then at the time of discharge had him enlisted as a far-= 
mer. 

Frank Haynes was united in marriage to Sarah Adellsess 
Ritter on May 26, 18607 in DeKalb County, Indiana. 

Klaine Reeves goes on to tell me about Sarah: "born November 
7, 1847 in Chanel Dover, Ohio. Place and date of death unknown. 
Her father, Christophereniuicer, born on lVecempers. sat 
Hamburg, Germany. At the age of sixteen he stowed away on a ship 
to escape Napolean'ts army. He sailed the seas irom the age of 
sixteen to forty-one. It is rumored that he was involved in 
piracy. He later settled in America and owned a woolen mill 
in Gainsville, Ohio. He married Anna Benner when she was sixteen 
and he was seventy two. They had two children, Sarasa and Mary 
who died at eight months of age." 

"Later, no date recorded on this, Frank Haynes made a homestead 
entry of 120vacrmesearthe U.S. Land.oriecesi ek ewer aioe 
This land is in Smith County, Kansas and the town was Cedarville. 
This was the farm that my grandmother inherited." 

"Another paper shows that he made a homestead entry in 1872 
at Concordia, Kansas for a farm in Marshall County, Kansas and 
it took him until Mav 8, 1901 to get his proof on ownership 
Cleared. Also bought five lots:in the Cedarville Cemetary on 
August 15, 1890. This is where Ade is buried" (Ade is the son 
of Frank Haynes) 

trrank did have a lumber yard in Cedarville (now called 
Cedar), cut no date when started. He was evidently a shrewd 
businessman and when his customers could not pay their accounts 
he accepted their farms as payment and sold them. He kept 
three pieces of farm land, bought an additional forty acres 
adjoining the Cedar property, a quarter section in Thomas 
County, Kansas (that was Verna's) and another parcel(that was 
Edith's)." 

"On September 29th he made his last will and testament. 
He bequeathed fifty dollars each to his three sons (Jesse, Pearl, 
and Adrian), stating that he had given to them during his lifetime. 
To his three daughters (Edith, Verna and Inez), he left the three 
farms with the proviso that said farms could not be sold until 
the third generation. The income from the farms was to be used by 
the three daughters in any way that they saw fit. The three 
daughters each selected the farm that they particularly wanted 
and my grandmother(Inez) gave the rights to the forty acres to 
her brother Pearl." 

I have been told various stories about Frank and Sarah Haynes

by members of the family. These are only stories with no base 

for proof. It has been told that Frank and Sarah fought alot of 
the time. It has been told that they were yranted a divorce. Frank 
was to be married to kate Bowden in Indiana at one time after his 
divorce from Sarah. But, According to relatives here in Indiana 
that I talked to, they say that the day that Frank and Kate were 
to be married, it rained and they did not want to be wed on a 
rainy day so they went on their way to Kansas and said they 

would marry on the way when the sun shone. Relatives say that 

two weeks later kate returned to the state of Indiana and was 
still not married. It seems that the large rattlesnakes were too 
much for her and she did not wish to be wed to Frank and have 

to live in Kansas. So the wedding did not take place. 

Again from Elaine Reeves, "I have found a letter from Sarah 
written in Portland, Oregon, that has no date. However, she 
states that it was written forty-five vears after the Civil War 
and she was sixteen years old at that time." This figures that she 
was fifty-nine and that the year was about 1907 or 1908, when she 
wrote it. "It is signed Mrs. S.A. Haynes, so it appears that they were 
divorced probably prior to her writing it." 

It has been told to me that after Sarah moved to the state 
of Oregon (she is thought to have done this when her eldest 
daughter was to be married-Edith) she was divorced. 

Accordirg to the son of Sarah, Pearl, she was guiding a 
team of horses hitched up to a wagon that she wes riding and they 
got. spooked. This made the wagon go out of control and she fell 
out killing her. Pearl said that this occured in Yakima, Washing- 
ton. When this incident occured is not known by me, but had to 
be past 1907 since she wrote a letter at that time and tnis 
letter is in the possesion of Elaine Reeves. Pearl, the son, 
lived with Ruth Donohue as she was growing up and she said that 
Pearlavoid. her /thisistory aboutvSarah. Pearl said that Sarah's 
mother was from France. She was bought by an older man. She was 
pregnant at the time by her lover. Pearl said that Sarah's mother 
died so Sarah was raised by foster parents, with the rich old 
man paying the foster parents. Pearl said that the foster parents 
made Sarah marry Frank Haynes. 

Francis Volney Haynes was living with his daughter, Inez, 
at the time of his death. This was on June 21, 1920 in, it is 
thought by me, Los Angeles, California. He is buried in Inglewood 
Park Cemetary, Inglewood, California. 

When and where Sarah Haynes died and is buried remains a 
mystery although it may have been in the Yakima, Washington 
area.

Esther was united in marriage to(Gadlip)(this is how it 
is spelled in the court house records) Gottlieb Rickley on March 
22, 1873 in DeKalb County, Indiana. According to a descendant of 
Esther and Gottlieb, Esther Rickley Senning, it has been told that 
Gottlieb came from Switzerland as a child and threw his cap over 
the side of the ship. Judith Nan Pittaway however says she has 
information that Gottlieb was born in Germany. There is also 
another thought from another descendant of this family, Stephen 
Lee Ackland, that as a small boy Gottleib returned to Switzerland 
and Stephen says that he has always understood that Gottlieb's 
father was Swiss. Esther Senning believes that Gottlieb left his 
family when the son, CharlessRickley, was cilier Gireeegayo.o1 
or three years old and went to the Portland, Orefon area and ran 
a grocery store’ there. Charles’ Rickley, Govtli en sesongeweluace 
Oregon at one time in search of his father but was unable to trace 
him down. His whereabouts remained a mystery to ail his family. 
It is thought that when Gottlieb deserted his family that Esther 
Sarah went to live with her sister; Mary Celesta’ Haynes Bvervces 
and her husband ,: Gilbert Charles Evertca. in thier home ies 
Township, DeKalb County, Indiana, and that the son, Charles 
Rickley, was. brought Uup]wibi Nis wcowscume. 

Esther Sarah Haynes Rickley was remarried to John Zull in 
about 1888 or 1890 and then he died two years later. Also according 
to various relatives, she was wed to a Henryieonard who owned a mill 
in the small village of Artic, Indiana. Esther then was united 
in marriage to Samuel Porter, "a kindly looking gentleman with a 
neat beard and whiskers all about" so says Esther Senning. Samuel 
remained her spouse for her remainder of her lifetime.

According to Esther Senning, after Charles was either 
three days old or three years of age, Gottlieb deserted his son 

and wife and he went to Uregon. After this happened, Charles and 
Esther, his mother, went to live with Esther's sister, Mary Evertts, 
and Chartes was raised with his cousins there. One was his cousin, 
Gilbert Conrad Evertts and Esther says she remembers they remained 
friends and that years later her father, Charles, would go "up 

to the country for hunting and fishing" to Gilbert's home in Troy 
Township, DeKalb County, Indiana. 

In the year of 1961 and 1962, Charles wrote an autobio- 
graphy for his local church paper, the First Evangelical United 
Brethran in Toledo, Ohio, and one of Charles's descendants, Stephen 
Lee Ackland, was very helpful in sending a copy of his autobiography 
as it appeared in the church paper. "Still living with my mother 
in Butler, indiana, and we joined the United Brethran Church 
there. Also, still working in Wolff's Store for 415.00 per week 
and 20ing to Edgerton.) Ohio, to visit ‘my girl' every Sunday. 

These trips were made in a buggy and drawn by one horse. Nora 

had one brother Jim and he was ready to put the horse in the barn 
as soon as I got there-he was about 8 years old at that time. Nora 
and Jim's mother died at that time and Nora had to become the 

head of the house then." 

"My Sunday trips to Edgerton continued until I became about 
2l years old. On December 30, 1894 we were married at Nora's 
home in Edgerton, Ohio-had a very nice quiet wedding and had a 
weading trip from Edgerton to Butler-7 miles-in a two-horse 
buggy to my own home. Nora joined the U.B. Church in Butler." 

The Nora that Charles writes as becoming his bride was Mary 
BEleanor(L'Nora)*she later renamed herself this because according 
to her daughter, Gertrude Ackland, "she thought it had more class 
than Mary or Eleanor"™*Seevers, the daughter of Leonard Seevers 
(born August 12, 1848-died September 4, 1906) and Rebeca _ (born 
1847 and died June 4, 1894). Mary Eleanor (L'Nora) was born in 
Hickevid le, Ohio. Wiliiams County on. January 16, 1875. 

Charles writes in his autobiography "Nora and I bought our 
first home at the corner of Depot Street and West Broad Street 
Mmeoutlen, Indiana. bethink we pardio450.00 for it. But it was 
home and we lived in it for a few years. Our oldest daughter 
"Norma" was born there and she lived only three months and is now 
buried in Edgerton, Ohio Cemetary and in due time our next child 
"Bonita" was born"! "One of my good friends, Jim Fulmer, went to 
Toledo, Ohio and got a job on the street car and wrote to me that 
Perreau come. Ando im tie Gall came." "Then I went to see Mr.

In a short time 
she packed things up and shipped them to Toledo and we lived on 
Hicks Street near Detroit Avenue for a short time.

Brown was a builder. But that was not for me “and Ll soon ¢graduaved 
from there." 

"Somewhere along the line we moved towards town-we landed 


with typhoid fever and she had very nice l@ng black hair when she 
left home-when she returned she had short hair and the little 
children were afraids of her.

mother was sick with typhoid for 10 weeks." 

"We are living at 1103 Norwood Avenue and have 4 daughters 
and I am working for the King Mfg. Co. as shipping boy. The new 
factory was at 1106-1112 Dorr Street and was much larger quarters 
than the old plant and we moved into in in the Spring of Dol, 

I think we had been in the new factory about 2 years and were 
making dressing jackets for the spring trade. .One Saturday Mr. 
King came to me in the stock room. I was putting Jackets on the 
shelf and Mr. King called me down from the ladder and asked me 
to take the territory in Indiana. One of our salesman that traveled 
in ‘Indiana, had quit. “i took@the Jobweandein las veant ee coro. 
Gertrude Betz, a daughter of Gilbert Evertts, one of Charles 
Rickley's cousins that he grew up with and remained friends of, 
can remeber several visits from Charles Rickley to their home 
in Troy Township, DeKalb County, Indiana when she and her brothers 
and sisters were at their home. It seems Charles would bring his 
clothing to Gily and hie darge family of %hiddren tornave on 
their own use after he was finished with it-either outgrown by 
Charlests own family or demonstration clothing.
